SLOBODA was born in Podkanlen, Poland, on 7 January 11927 
vhere he attended elementary and high school until 19:3. He was 
employed in the office of the mayor in Podkamien from January 1913 
to September 1913. At this time the German Army occupied Poland 
and SIOBODA vas sent to Germany as o forced laborer for the period 
September 19:3 to May 19.5. When the war in Europe ended in June 
19'.5 SLOBOPA returned to his home tn Podkamien rnd was apprehended 
by the Russians. SIOBODA stated he was interrogated ond forced to 
work for the RKVD in Brandenburg, Germany, as o Russian and German 
interpreter/tronslatar until May 19:6. He escaped in May 1945 and 


veut to Western Germany vbere he was placed in a DP camp in Xassell, 


Committee, Isle of Wight, Fngland. He returned to Germany in July 
1952 to obtain information relative to alien enlistment in the U.S, 
Regular Army and «as accepted for enlistment under this program in 
April 1953.

4, Inveetigation by the Arny revenled that:

On 9 August he cent his wife a 
post card poetrerked Berlin stating "take care of yourself and 
children--go home to mother, I'll try to help you in England.” 

An interview with his wife revealed he was depressed over gambling

acfairs in order. He borrowed $300.00 from the American Express 
Company and appeared to be complying with the instructions of his 
superior.

“The lead on the civilion employee apporently was provided by 
USAREUR intelligence ielector Viled imir SIOBODA, who deserted in 
August 1960 and soucht asylum in the USSR. The initial telephone 
Call advising thet the letter had been delivered is also believed 
to have been mede by SLOBIDA, The lead on the warrant officer sus 
probably obtained by the SIs from Polish intelligence which sue- 
ceeded in neutralizing several sources handled by the warrant 
officer. The invormation was presumably fcrvarded to the KOB by 
foviet intelligence advisors working «ith the Polish services.’ 


CONCLUET ON 


10. It 4s not know whether SIOBODA is affillated with the Soviet 
Intelligence Cervices at this time. Aecording to a Foreisn Service 
Dispatch. dated 19 December 1952, “rom the Anerican Embassy, Moscov, 
Hrs Mary SCHULPZ DUECKANICZ, «fe of Americen defector\Joseph DUPKARTICZ 
(reportedly now deceased ), stated during en interviev at the Rnubassy 
that she bad frequent contact with "Walter” (vrobably Vladinir) 2ICRODA 
and his British wife who residea in Lvov. According to Mrs. DUTKANICZ, 
SLOBODA was disilusioned ani vas attempting to leave the Soviet Union 
but had been unable to obtain exit visas. 
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
